SCHUMACHER 
PLEADS 
GUILTY 

The following from the Kenosha News 
of Tuesday, March 21:' Jobu Schumacher 
of Trevor, appeared at the bar of the cir- 
cuit court this morning and entered a plea 
of guilty to the charge of murder in the 
fourth degree for the killing of John Wren 
at bis place on Christinas day. After 
Schumacher bad entered his plea the in- 
terference of somo of the members of the 
bar in the case, , gave rise to one of the 
most remarkable situations ever seen in 
the court. 

Scbu rancher was put under oath and re- 
lated all the circumstances surrounding 
tho killing of Wren, for the information 
of the judge, and the district attorney fol- 
lowed trim with the statement of the story 
as told by Schumacher corresponded very 
closely with the facta iu the case as brought 
out at the various examinations held in 
this city. 

Scarcely had Schumacher finished speak- 
ing when Peter Fisher arose and addressed 
the court in behalf of Schumacher. Mr. 
Fisher had not been retained to defend 
Schumacher, and he said bo spoke only as 
a member of the bar and in the interest of 
justice. He said that the evidence ae 
brought out by Schumacher and corrobor- 
ated by the district attorney, showed the 
killing of Wren to be justifiable bomocide, 
and tbat.he should not be panished for it. 
He said that to fine or imprison Schu- 
macher on the evidence as presented in the 
court would ben travesty on justice. At- 
torneys James Cnvanagb andThomos Kear- 
ney followed in a similar strain, All three 
of the lawyers denied that they bad been 
retained to , speak for Schumacher and all 
of them declared themselves merely moved 
by a sense of justice la making the plea. 

Calvin Stewart who has been retained to 
defend Schumacher, then declared that the 
plea of guilty had been entered against his 
advice, but that Schumacher had repeat- 
odly declared that he would plead guilty at 
the first opportunity and "have it over 
with," as ho expressed it and that nothing 
he could do or say could shake his resolu- 
tion. 

The judge seemed to believes with the 
lawyers that tho plea of guilty was ill ad- 
vised, and be called all the attorneys into 
his private room for a consultation which 
lasted until the adjournment of the court 
at noon. 

In tbo afternoon when tbo court reas- 
sembled Schumacher withdrew hie plea of 
guilty and entered ono of not guilty.' It 
Is almost a bopeleso task now for the dis- 
trict attorney to attempt to secure a con- 
viction on the murder charge after what 
transpired, and it Is probable that the 
murder charge will be dropped and all men 
who gave false testimony at the coroner's 
inquest In the - endeavor to shield them- 
selves will be put on .trial on the charge of 
perjury. ' ■ ' '

The Contest For Collector nnd Corn, 
mlisfoner of Highways Was Lend- 
ing Fentnre of Caucus . 

The Antloch Township Caucus was called 
to order at 2:00 o'clock at tbo town hall on 
Saturday afternoon last, and after the 
reading of the call John A; Thaln was 
elected as temporary Chairman, and 3*<C.

For the office of Assessor Hermy Bock 
was placed In nomination, and there being 
no other nominations, Mr, Bock was de- 
clared the nominee by acclamation. 
jFot the office of Collector there were four 
candidates in -the field, W. A. Taylor, 
Fercivut Dibble, L. M. Hughes and C, A. 
Powles. The whole number of votes cast 
on the first ballot was 168, of wblch W. A. 
Taylor received 34, C. A. Powles 83,. P. 
Dibble 54, L. M. Hughes 46. On the sec- 
ond ballot Taylor received 3D, Powles 10, 
Dibble 83, Hughes 53. On the third bal- 
lot Taylor received 42. Powles 2, Dibble 92 
Hughes 48, scattering 1. There still being 
no choice, Mr. Bugbes withdrew, and 
Mr. Dibble was 1 declared the choice of the 
caucus for collector, 

The next was the nomination of a Com- 
missioner of Highways, and A. J. Fetter 
nnd Wm. Tiffany were placed in nomina- 
tion. Wm. Tiffany received 91 votes and 
A. J, Felter 25. At this time a question 
arose as to the illegality of Mr. Tiffany, 
some claiming that be did not live in the 
district, and after much argument for and 
against, bis name was withdrawn and 
Alex. McDougall was substituted. On this 
ballot Mr. McDo uga I J received 5G . yotga 
and A. J. Fetter 34, there being 12G votes 
cast on the first ballot and only 01 on the 
second. 

For the two Justices of the Peace there 
were only two namiw presented, that of J. 
C. James, Jr., of Antiocb, and Burtis 
Overton, of Lake Villa. They were elected 
by acclamation. 

There were two Constables to be elected, 
and the names of Frank Hopper, of An- 
tiocb, aud Will Hucker, of Lake Villa, 
were presented, and there being no other 
nominations, they were nominated by ac- 
clamation. 

The chairman was authorized to appoint 
a Township Committee to serve for ' tbo 
coming year, and he named as such com- 
mittee E. 0, Sabin, J . A. Strang . and 
David .White.

DEATH FROM STRYC HNINE 

BOY'S CURIOSITY COSTS A 
LIFE ON LAST SUNEfAY 



He Was Examining Poison Bottle and 
Took the Fatal Ireso by Mistake 
and Dies la a Few Hours 

The Kenosha News of March 20, sayi; 
Earl Newell, the sixteen year old son of 
Mrs. Russell Newell, who resides in the 
town of Pleasant Prairie, about eight mlla 
southwest ot Kenosha, died from strych- 
nine poisoning at 11 o'clock Sunday night. 
There is not the slightest indication of any 
suicidal intent and no suspicion of unj- 
foul play, and the boy's friends and the 
attending physician are convinced that his 
death was purely accidental ,- 

The boy himself told the story of the 
fatal curiosity which cost him his life to 
the attending physician before ho died. 
It seems that some time ago the elder 
brother.of young Newell purchased a con- 
siderable quantity of strychnine for the 
purpose of killing crows for the bounty 
offered by the county. The bottle contain- 
ing the deadly drug was shown to all the 
members of the family and they were all 
told what it contained and warned (o let it 
alone. According to the story told the 
doctor by young Newell, be was wondering 
aimlessly about the bouse early Sunday 
afternoon when he came across the bottle 
containing the strychnine. He picked it 
ap and poured some of the powder from 
the bottle into his hand. Ignorant of the 
deadlr nature of strychnine he tatted the 
powder, but it was bitter that be tried to 
spit it out immediately. 

Shortly after this, without winning bis 
hands, Newell went to the pantry and 
helped -himself to a lunch, taking the food 
up in the same hand into wfaick he had 
poured the poison but a abort tins before. 
It is believed that he got the fatal dose in 
this manner. He felt no ill eftcts from 
the poison for some time and (ten went 
over to a neighbor's bouse on a little visit. 
He began to feel ill and returning home 
threw himself on the bed and sis seized 
with a severe cramp. Neither ht nor any 
member of tho family bad nny idea )>f the 
serious nature of his illness at that time.

Owing to the condition of the road* the 
doctor was unable to reach the Newell 
home for two hours, and it was then too 
late to save the boy's life. A little close 
questioning by the doctor rerealed the 
cause of the trouble and the physician im- 
mediately cleaned out the boji stomach 
and administered all the knows antidotes 
for strychnine .; poisoning, bat without 
avail. The poison bad passed from the 
stomach into his system, and alter Buffer- 
ing terrible agony from the convulsions 
which follow strychnine poisoning, the boy 
passed away about 11 o'clock. 

The case was reported to the coroner, 
but on account of the fact that Dr. East- 
man was with the boy when be died, and 
that ail the symptoms were to clearly es- 
tablished and all the circumstances sur- 
rounding the sad accident so well known, 
be did not think it necessary to hold any 
inquest. Young Newell was a lad of con- 
siderable promise and had a bright future 
before him, and his sad death has cast a 
gloom over the entire neighborhood of his 
home. 

The funeral was held from the late resi- 
dence of the deceased on Tuesday morning 
at 10:30 o'clock, and interment in the city 
cemetery. ■

malignant cerebro- spinal meningitis. 

The doctors who are in extreme peril .at- 
tended tbe last hours of Dr. C. B. Craig, 
who was a martyr tobis profession, having 
contracted tbo disease from a patient whom 
the ^hospitals hud refused to admit on ac- 
count of its malignancy. 

Dr.* Craig, who was ono of the best 
known of the younaer medical expert*, 
died early Friday morning, after frightful^ 
sufferimrs. His bride of six months and 
his fellow physicians were at his bedside. 
Everything possible was done, but science 
knows little of tbe germs that bore into ' 
the brain aud produces tbe disease, and all 
efforts to save him failed. 

All who were near him were exposed to 
the infection, and all are aware that if the 
disease is contracted, they will certainly 
perish in agony, Yet not one hesitated 
when called upon to attend tbe sufferer. 

When Craig felt the. first symptoms he 
called up Dr. Hobart AvHare of tbe Jeffer- 
son hospital, and calmly, told'him of his 
case. Hobart hurried to Craig's house. 
Ha took charge of the case and summoned 
bis colleagues. All of them came and 
worked over tbe dying man, but were un- 
able to do mare than ussu'age 'his suffer- 
ings. 

After bo died, they went home and pre-, 
pared to wait for a week to see whether 
or not tbe summons would come. Dr. 
Hare locked himself in his room and de* 
nled himself to everybody,, fearing to 
further spread the infection. , He took 
water baths and injections all day, but 
confessed, over the telephone, that he knew 
of no preventive for tbe disease. 

The other physicians followed his ex- 
ample, and all are waiting calmly- to learn 
their fate. Dr. Hare iB quoted as saying 
that all the pbysiciaus who were' with Dr. 1 
Craig in his dying moments cannot con- 
sider- themselves saftj for a week. He says 
that it has always been a mooted point us 
to whether or not the disease was contdg* . 
ious, but this cose wilt decideit; . , . 

"There is absolutely no precaution a- 
physician can take against the disease", 
Dr. Hare declared. '."It is one of the most - 
Insidious infections known to the medical - 
authorities. He can only wait."

A correspondent In a fnrm exchnngo 
gives the. following method of making 
nn everlasting post; A Is a cubic pit 
4x4x4 feet tilled, with cobble stones 
nnd Portland cement, about 8 Inches 
of tlio top being strong ns used for 
walks. Post IT Is 3 Inches gas pipe, 
well galvanized, with screw enp on top 
at D, nnd short piece of % rod O 
through hole In lower end, mid top 
end also bus "4 -Inch hole to receive top 
end of ^i-lncli brace rod E, which has 
short double bend nt top as shown, bo 
as to hold firmly when Id position 
shown. For gate post, I use ly^-hvch 
rod brace drawn tit top bo end will

Useful Potato Covcrcr. 

When we plant potatoes wo furrow 
wltli n plow drawn by two horses. 
Wben the furrows nre mnde there arc 
ridges In hnlf of the spaces anil tho 
other half nre level (Fig. 7). When 
covering we use what wo call a scrap- 
er. ( See Fig 2). It Is made of a 
plank, tongue, handles and several 
braces and bolts. The length of the 
plank should be nbout twice the dis- 
til nee between the rows, Tbo plunk 
should have a strap of Iron at the. 
bottom In front for a cutting edge and 
to prevent wear, snys a correspondent 
of Ohio Farmer, The tongue should 
he fastened to the plank at right an- 
gles, nnd securely braced. The han- 
dles, which iimy be taken from an old 
plow or walking cultivator, should 
also be fnstcned and braced to the 
plank. We let each horse walk In a 
furrow, but It Is better to use n long

Hills for Apple Orchards, 

Where there arc hills aud a clay soil 
tho conditions ure suitable for tbo 
raising of apples. In thu southern 
part of Illinois nud Indiana tho Innd 
Is adtulnibly uduptcd to the raising of 
apples, and ns yet Is' but llttlo used 
for that purpose. Tho apple, tree 
scorns to want nlr drainage. The 
drainage in the soil Is better on the 
hills thnn In the valleys, and this Is 
'in advantage that tho upple trco ap- 
preciates. There Is a difference la 
trees us to tho amount of air that 
must come, to their roots to permit 
them to grow, as Is evident In tho fact 
thnt fiotno treos will die If their roots 
are In wafer, while others grow best 
in swamps whore tho wntor covers 
their roots at nit times. The apple 
tree Is never a Bwamp loving tree. It 
prefers the dry land, wber.c Its roots 
«in get nlr as well us water. — St. 
I<ouls Republic. 



Special Iri-lRiiUuti. 
A somewhat novel system of Irriga- 
tion is prnctleod by C, W. Skinner, of 
Troy, Ohio, by which with a pipe ono 
hundred feet In length nn area of one 
ncro Is wntered from supply furnished 
by n steam pump under fifty pounds 
pressure, Mr. Skinner claims that one 
mnn can water twenty acres without 
assistance, supplying a shower equal to 
twelve Inches of rain. Fertilizers can 
bo applied In the same wny and tho 
garden or fruit crops sprayed with In- 
sectltldos, or sprayed to protect from 
lato or enrly frosts, Perhaps not 
enough attention tins boon directed to- 
wards those incidental facilities afford- 
ed by tho Irrigation system. With cer- 
tain crops the spraying to protect 
against frosts might easily be the most 
important work, and far more profit- 
able even thnn the application of wa- 
ter in the dry time. 




Wholesome BIHk, 

In a bulletin of the Connecticut 
Storrs station W. A. Stocking, Jr., re- 
ports the results of com punitive stud- 
ies of tho sanitary 
condition of milk 
drawn In open and 
covered, pnils. Two 
palls were used In 
these experiments. 
Oao was a regular 
open pall; the oth- 
er wns a pnll with 
a cover of special 
design. An lllus- 
covEnEDiiit-KPAiL tmtten of the lat- 
ter Is here glvon. It is nn ordinary 
milk pnll with a closely fitting cover, 
wlilch hns an opening near one side, 
Into which Is soldered n funnel four 
inches In din meter having a wire 
gauze of fine mesh soldered across the 
bottom, This funnel extends slightly 
above and below the cover and slopes 
so mow hat toward the side of the pall. 
Another funnel, which Is loose, fits in- 
side of the first one. When the pnll is 
to ho used a few layers of clean 
cheesecloth arc placed across the open- 
ing of the lower funnel and tlio loose 
funnel Is pushed In to hold the cheese- 
cloth In position. Tbo whole appar- 
atus Is ftlmple in structure and can bo 
easily cleaned. Ry the use of tho cov- 
ered pnll an average of 20 per cent of 
tho total number of bacteria and 41 
per cent of tho acid producing bacteria 
were excluded from tlio fresh milk.

In a prize article In a Philadelphia 
paper, B. P. Lake, of West Virginia, 
tells how ho makes $1,000 n yenr from 
400 hens, The houses are simple, the 
climate not being severe. They are 
lOx-10 fodt, facing tho south, divided 
into four compartments, two roosting 
rooms nnd two sera telling rooms, after 
tlio usual plan, each lio use bclug used 
for fifty *to sixty-five fowls. Bach 
house is expected to pay n profit above 
cost of food of $100.

Tlio Dem- 
ocrats will return fo tlio fold, ami on 
both shies It Is admitted thc.ro Is little 
prospect the convention will be ratified, 
Tlio Republicans have counted as cer- 
tain the votes of Hcnator* McUnery and 
Toster of Loiihlnnu nnd Clark of Arkan- 
sas. Senator Oorninu, tlio minority lead- 
er, gave notice that these Senators are 
now pledged ngnhist Ihe treaty. It Is not 
n-uccted that Mr. MeEuery or Mr, 
Clark will return to Washington to vote. 
Tho discussion took on n decided parti- 
sn n. basis. Hen titers Teller, Morgan and 
oilier Democrats criticised the adminis- 
tration sovorely. Benntor Teller assert- 
ed that tlio administration could not be 
blameless in permitting Commander -Din- 
llngliam to exercise so much authority. 
Senator Snootier defended the course of 
the Department of State. Senator Pora- 
ker and Cul lorn foil owed along the same 
lines.

In tho course of the Senate debate. 
Wednesdny on the Dominican treaty 
Senator Ileyburn of Idaho mado on ex- 
tend art argument In fnvor of the annexa- 
tion of Ban Domingo, lie declared thu 
destiny of this, as well as other Islands, 
was to be under the control of the United 
States. Senator Teller introduced a res- 
olution of Inquiry, asking the State De- 
partment for Information concerning re- 
lations with the Dominican government 
between July 1, lOW, nnd March 1, 
1005. Senator Culloai objected to tho 
reading of the resolution, declaring thu 
matter pertained to executive session. 
"Tho Senator ennunt take me oft the 
floor," siild Senator Teller, wnrmly. Do 
Insisted that ills resolution ho read. The 
rcsolutloa directed the State Depart- 
ment to sent! to the Mcnnte copies of In- 
structions glren to Commander Dilling- 
ham and Minister Dawson regarding 
Dominlcnu affairs, and all communica- 
tions relating to tbe treaty. The Senate 
then went luto executive session until ad- 
JouruineuL 

Senator Morgan made a sensational 
speech In the executive nesslou of the 
Senate Thursday, In which he charged 
that William Nelson Crowell of New 
York was a prime mover In a scheme to 
influence the United States in the finan- 
cial affairs 'of San Domingo. Crowell. 
he alleged, was acting 'in the Interest of 
a syndicate which holds a mnss of claims 
against Lalin-Ainerlcnn repjublics. In- 
cluding a large part of the debts of San 
Domingo, nnd a ho was trying to defeat 
a plan of Mr. am! Mrs. Itonder of Ala- 
bamn to obtain certain concessions from 
tlio Dominican government- The Senate 
did not devote Its entire time In execu- 
tive session to the Snn Domingo treaty, 
The Nicaragnnn extradition treaty wai 
ratified nnd tho Russian corporatiou 
treaty discussed at length. The New 
lands resolution calling on the President, 
If not incompatible with public interest*, 
to send to the Senate certain Information 
rcgurdlui; Dominlcnu affairs, was adopt, 
ed. 



In the executive session of the Senate 
Friday Senator Morgan continued his 
speech, in which lie disclosed the details 
of certain concessions sought In Sun Do- 
mingo by n Mr. nnd Sirs. Reedcr. oper- 
ating ns tho llccdcr syndicate. Beforn 
the doors were closed he offered n reso- 
lution calling for nn investigation of Do- 
minican affairs and of the facts In con- 
nection Willi the 'negotiation -of the* pro 
tocols by the Senate committee on for 
clgn relations. Later in the secret session 
ho challenged the Sonata to adopt tho 
resolution. Ifo said that If. tills wore 
done tlio charges he made Thursday con- 
necting William Nelson Cromwell of New 
York with a movement to bring about the 
offering of tbo office* of tho Uuited 
States to ndjust the financial affairs of 
tho Dominican government would bo 
proved. Senator Morgan spoke until 4:45 
p. m., when Senator h'orakcr took the 
(loor In defense of Mr. Cromwell, rfe 
rend a telegram from Mr. Cromwell, de- 
nying he had had any dealings with 
President Morale* In connection with 
concessions. 

Tho Senate adjourned sine die Satur- 
day afternoon nftcr forma Uy reaching a 
decision that the Snn Domingo treaty 
could not be ratified. The •Teller reso- 
lution, requesting the President to send 
to tho Senate certain information relat- 
ing to San Domingo affairs, was referred 
to the committee on foreign relations af- 
ter an extended debate, Mr. Cultom then 
moved that the Senate go into executive 
session, - Mr, Morgan endeavored to call 
up his resolution asking for an Investi- 
gation of San Domingo affairs by tho 
committee on foreign relations. Mr, Onl- 
lorn, however, insisted upon his motion, 
and at 1:00 tho doors wero closed.

Iiocal Option Bill. 

The fate of tho local option bill, 
which passed the senate with so little 
opposition, will be decided In the bouse 
early this week. Officials of the Anti- 
Saloon league have little hope of the 
success of their measure, Spenker 
Shurtleff Is known to bo hostile to 
their bill, but the loague workers have 
made things so uncomfortable for him 
that ho has finally decided to throw the 
bill upon the floor of the. house nnd 
allow the members tho responsibility 
of its disposal. Op'on charges that the 
license committee'- of "the house, to 
which the bill would naturally be re- 



ferred, was "loaded" ngniust the bill, 
have been made by the Anll-Bnloon 
league loaders nnd they havo exerted 
every effort to have their measure 
sent to the committee on elections. 

It Is posRlblc that tho bill will be 
considered without referenco to com- 
mittee, but tho probability Is that It 
will bo sent to the license committee, 
In spite of the fight against this action. 
Stories aro circulating to the effect 
thnt the opponents of the bill are pre- 
paring to mnko It n strictly prohibi- 
tion measure, for the purpose of ac- 
complishing its defeat. 

Club women nnd other lenders ot tho 
bcx descended In force upon the house 
committee on elections last week nnd 
succeeded In inducing tho commlttco 
to report favorably to tho house tho 
women's suffrage bill, giving women 
tho right to voto for members of tho 
state board of equalization, All Borts 
of arguments were advanced In sup- 
port of tho measure, the women taking 
all afternoon to present their case. A 
series of speeches was made by pro- 
fessional women nnd these wcro fol- 
lowed by talks from business women, 
ranging from ti real estate dealer to a 
member of a boot nnd shoo workers' 
union. Club women and others fol- 
lowed. There In little prospect that 
tho bill will pass, most of the commit- 
tee members voting far It through 
courtesy to those present, 

Ami- Policy Bill. 

The nntl-pollcy bill, which was 
passed by the senate on Feb, Si, turned 
up In tho house Inst week, after a per- 
sistent sen rdi fol*tweckB had failed to 
locate It, The mensure went to the 
house along with n batch of senate 
bills thnt had just been passed. After 
the bill turned up It wns found that 
It hnd been in the desk of tho secre- 
tary of the senate ever Blnee It wns 
passed. 

While some question was raised re- 
gnnllng the motive In holding out the 
bill, the secretory of the senate de- 
clares thnt It was kept by him, at tho; 
request of some of the members, until 
such time as the house become fully 
organized nnd the committees were ap- 
pointed, so that it might bo consid- 
ered. Some of those who were inter- 
ested In the pnBsage of the bill de- 
clare that they were Informed the 
measure hnd been referred to the com- 
mittee on miscellany nnd they were 
under the Impression that It was held 
by this committee. In fact, It Is said, 
Inquiry roRardlUR the hill was met 
with the promise thnt It would he re- 
ported out to the house within n short 
time. 

Governor nnd Speaker. 

Stories of n split between Speaker 
Shurtleff nnd Governor Denceu, 
through whose Influence Shurtleff be- 
en uie speaker, ore Interesting mem- 
bers of both branches of the naembly. 
The first break between the governor 
and the speaker 1b Bala to have come 
when Shurtleff sided Representative 
Llndly of Bond couuty In the remodel- 
ing of the Burke civil service bill,-' after 
tho measure hod been favorably . re- 
ported upon by the civil service com- 
mittee. With the old of the speaker's 
gavel, Llndly was able to amend this 
measure so thnt It applied civil service 
to everything In sight in Cook-county, 
notwithstanding the fact that neither 
Governor Denecn nor the Republican 
members from Cook county desired 
such legislation. 

When Speaker Shurtleff wns Ravel 
lng through the Llndly amendments 
few of tlie house members had any 
Idea of the purport of the changes. 
They saw tho Democrats were furious 
over the action and took It for granted 
thnt whatever wan opposed by the 
Democrats wns good for the Repub- 
licans, so that nil of them who voted 
on the nuiendmcnlB supported Llndly, 
while laughing at the discomfiture of 
their political opponents. Whetv It 
wan found thnt Llndly nnd Speaker 
Shurtleff had worked a coup ou the 
majority, there was. Indignation nmong 
the Chicago men, and It Is said that 
Governor Deneen was' Included among 
the number, 

May Broaden Che Gap. 

The hard roads proposition Is ex- 
pected to broaden the gnp between 
Speaker Kburtleff nnd the executive de- 
partment. Governor Denccn has de- 
clared hlmseir as lrrcvocubly favoring 
the construction of permanent high- 
ways over the state. This movement 
has been found to be exceedingly un- 
popular all over the state nnd Speaker 
Shurtleff, as well ns the other country 
members, Is understood to bnve taken 
his cue from (he protests that arc 
pouring Into the assembly nnd will be 
found arrayed ngnlnst the proposed 
legislation. Whether or not the 
speoker can reconcile Governor pe- 
neen to the defeat of the good roads 
bill la coiiBhlercd doubtful by many 
of those familiar with the situation. 

Ono of the Interesting contests Inci- 
dental to the legislative session is thnt 
over the office of secretory of the state 
board of health. Dr. J. A. Egara of 
Springfield, secretary of tho bonrd, Ib 
on active candidate for re-election and 
has secured endorsement from ono or 
two points. Arrayed In opposition to 
his reappointment arc some of the 
prominent medical men of the state. 
It Is sold that nn effort will bo made 
to havo Governor Dencem oust Egnn 
ns secretary of the bonrd nnd, In event 
of the governor's folluro to do so, 
charges will bo preferred ngnlnst the 
official. S. LEIGH CALL.

With the Japanese banging on tin 
heels nml Hanks of the remnants of tin 
broken, defeated Russian army, Oca. Ku- 
ropatklu, the oh] idol of the private sol- 
dier, has been dismissed and disgraced 
and Gen. Unevlteli, commander of tin 
nrst army, is appuintcd to succeed him 
in coin ma ml of till the Russian laud and 
sea forces operating against Japan. 

The wonl disgrace Is written In largi 
letters in the laconic Imperial order ga- 
zetted, which contains not a single word 
uf praise, nml also disposes of the rumoi 
that Kuropatklu bad asked to be rclit-v- 
ed. The Russian military annals con* 
lain no mere bitter Imperial rebuke. 

While It was known that the war coun- 
cil had already decided to supplant Ku- 
ropatklu after the Mukden disaster, th< 
decision to confer the task of saving th* 
ream I nil er «if the army on Llnevltch in 
the very midst of Its light come as a sur- 
prise. 

It transpires that Emperor Nlclmlot 
upou the ndvko «f C-eii. Dragoinlroff and 
War Minister Sakhnroff determined thai 
tlie step was accessary when It bccnini 
apparent that Kuropatklu, while concen- 
trating for a stand at Tie Pass, seemed 
unaware that the Japanese had worked 
around westward ngtiin and practlcallj 
allowed himself to he surprised. Old 
reports brought by Geii. Orlp|iejiberg r» 
gtirdiog Kiwopntkln's failing mentality 
also had Itilluance. 

Under lite circumstances therefore il 
was considered Imperative In view of tin 
exceedingly perilous position of tlie armj 
to turn over its eouimiind to Llucvltcb, 
who alone bad keen able to bring off hit 
army hi order after the battle of Muk- 
den.

It has been discovered that Illinois bns 
another survivor nf the Black Hawk war, 
Alexander T. Sn Hunger of Mcl/onnsboro 
having fun kIh Hie I mil mm seventy-five 
years ago. Me is ii'J years of age nnd a 
remarkable character, both on nceouut at 
his own record an a veteran nnd because 
of Ills patriotic nitccstry, His father, 
James Bullent*er, wns an eyewitness to 
the surrender of Lord Coruwallia at 
York town, and tlio son still retains In his 
possession n pair of brass stirrups lu 
which, his father's feel rested ns ho sat 
on hnrsebnek viewing the historic scene 
which put nu end to tbe wnr for Ameri- 
can independence. Mr. Sllltengcr thu 
younger was mustered into tbe volunteer 
army uf the United Stales at tlio age of 
18, tho mustering oltlccr being Lieut. 
Jefferson Davis, Inter lender of the Con- 
federnte nraiy In the Civil War. Ho 
served tli rough tlio Black Hawk war 
under the iminc of I'ntillo, his . mother 
ha v in g married a man of that name, af- 
ter the death of his father. After the 
war Mr, Sullencer returned to Hamilton 
county, which hn» been his home continu* 
ously since. He Is the oldest coroner 
iu tlio State, having served In that ca- 
p-icity for over half a century. He has 
been n member of the Masonic order fm 
dfty-sEx years.

Alton Mnn Flans Reunion of Illinois 
Troopv Who Foutttit at Pilot Knob. 
Walter Kimball of Kane county has 
received a letter from John W. Perry of 
North Alton, seeking a reunion of mem- 
bers of the Seventh Illinois infantry in 
the Civil War. Perry, when a boy of 17, 
was orderly to Mr. Kimball, who wns 
then post quartermaster. At the time 
of the battle of Pilot Knob, which be- 
gan Sept. 28, 1SG-1, nnd continued five 
days, Mr. Kimball was directed to take 
n quantity of supplies to tbe Seventh 
regiment. He was accompanied by 
Lieut. Tate, now a resident of Gaines- 
ville, Mo., nnd there was an escort of 
twenty men, Including Terry. Thu pnr- 
ty was attacked by the Confederates 
nnd the supplies captured and confiscat- 
ed. Mr. Kim l m II fell, but was saved by 
his orderly, wlio, with Lieut. Tate,, «■ 
enped nnd hid in the woods for ten days. 
After much hardship the fugitives suc- 
ceeded In reaching St. Louis In safety, 
it has developed that there arc quite n 
number of survivors of that little band.

Tha explosion of n boiler tu the shoe 
factory of it. II. (I rover As Co. at Brock- 
foil, Muss., wrecked the building and 
killed per baits llfty persons. Many of 
the. bodies taken from the ruins were so 
terribly mutilated nud burned as tu make 
Identification dllllcult, If not impossible. 
Upward of 200 persons were nl work in 
tlio depart in c ii h near the boiler room at 
the time. 

The boiler which exploded wns located 
on the ground uW of nu "L" which ex- 
tended from the main building. In tbe 
three stories of thu "I." were ' work 
rooms. Persons living near beurd « dull 
roar and saw u cloud uf smoke rising 
and the "I/* of the factory fullug to tbe 
ground. Flames burst from the ruins, 
spreading quickly to' the main' structure, 
which iu a few- minutes was a ronrlug 
f urn nee. Most of the employes In, tbu 
main part of tbe plant succeeded In t-a' 
coping, although in the terrible panic 
which followed the explosion i-uitu a 
number were injured. 

The firemen experienced the greatest 
dllllctilty in battling with the Humes nn 
the U rover factory was of nn extremely 
Inllnmmnlile nature and nearly alt, the 
lloors were saturated with oil. The 
.ilariies-oxtended to the Duhlburg block, 
a four-story woinlen building on the oppo- 
site corner of the «t reel , and to a number 
of wooden dwellings, Imlf a llosek or 
inoro of wliieli were destroyed; The Bnbl- 
burg block was also burned. 

The bent of the lire was so intense that 
the work or the firemen and police was 
carried on under great dlllteultles.

PANAMA CANAL AND WEST, 



Pacific Coast's Probable Lata of Com* 
merce Through Its Construction. 

A certain Joss to tbo Pacific coast 
seems Inevitable t ron the operation of 
the canal In diverting from It the 
freights -which now seek the cast by 
way of Its ports, writes Atherton 
Brownell In the World's Work. Thot 
this will not be a not loss Is due to 
the compensating effect of the canal, 
which will give with a more liberal 
hand than It will take away. 

For years, the wheat crop of Cali- 
fornia has not Increased, and It Is 
probable that the ease with which the 
necessary fertilizers can be obtained 
by means of the canal will largely la- 
crease Its crops tar export. And, as 
the canal will open up the markets of 
the east to our Atlantic states so will 
it open to our Pacific states the mar* 
kets of Europe where the demand for 
the products ot our western coast has 
been kept down only by tho extreme 
difficulties of transportation. Just as 
tho canal will bring the west coast of 
South America In closer touch with 
our eastern states, so will It bring the 
eaBt coast of that continent 1: closer 
touch with our Pacific coast.

Food for Japanese Soldiers, 
Hlco and dried nah are tho uniform 
food of tbe Japanese army In cam- 
paigning times, The rtce 1b first 
boiled until it "la thick and glutinous. 
Neat it la placed on a ohlna slab, 
rolled out and cut Into squares, The 
nqunroH are then placed In the Bun to 
dry. They become as hard as a ship's 
biscuit, and are ready to. ho Btorcd. A 
certain' number of squares are allowed 
to each soldier a day. All he has to 
do Is to break up a square in boiling 
water and add his dried flab. In a 
few minutes he has before him a 
thick soup, which to him Is very good. 
If ho cannot procure boiling water 
he eats hla rice aquaro as a biscuit.
